ACH YEAR THAT PASSES WITHOUT 
the production of new automobiles in- 
creases the potential] demand for cars.

Leading dieticians were consulted 
and it was decided that the best temporary 
solution was to provide means of producing 
locally sufficient quantities of well ground 
100 per cent wholemeal, which could be | 
manufactured with simple equipment. 

Despite their large output of 16 ewt. of 
wholemeal flour per hour, these mills are 
small and so simple that they can be oper- 
ated by unskilled labor. Each mill ig en- 
tirely self-contained and mounted on skids

province and municipalities | 


should share the costs of educa- 
tion on an. equal partnership 
basis, “In this manner,” the 
brief points out, “Responsibilities 
and privileges will be fairly di- 
vided, The schoo] boards will re- 
tain their local autonomy with its 
attendant responsihbjlities, while 
the province will be responsible 
forthe qualification of teachers, 
the curriculum, and prescribing 
the textbooks. Such an arrange- 
ment would not only insure a 
fair division of the expense and

And 
AYAY learned that 50 per cent of the funeral- 
directing establishments of the United States 
sell burial insurance policies as one means 
avoiding financial loss in dealing with 
families of low income. 

That idea, of course, is not new. AS 
anyofie who knows the Old Country is aware. 

I remember, when I first started my 
journalistic career in London in the vicinity 
of Drury Lane, seeing amazing funeral pro- 
cessions. from the poor tenements in that 
crowded area,
